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On the other hand, Schwan, Jr. is silent with respect to a basic polymer having a 
side-chain containing 1 -imidazolyl. Schwarz, Jr. (at coL 7) merely discloses a basic 
polymer having a side-chain containing 2-imida2olyl, which is illustrated below: 



As is described above, the disclosures of Schwarz, Jr. cannot teach the present 
invention. Therefore, the rejection given at paragraph 6 in the Office Action should not be 
applied to the amended claims. 

At paragraph 7 in the Office Action, Claims 1-9 are stated to be rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Gundlach et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,054,505). 

Our comment on the rejection is as follows. Please note that the generic Claims 1 
and 9 are amended as is mentioned above. 

The amended claims defme that the basic polymer has a side-chain containing 1- 
imidazolyl, as is described above. 

On the other hand, Gundlach et al are silent with respect to the basic polymer 
having a side-chain containing 1-imidazolyl. Gundlach et al (at coi. 12) merely discloses a 
basic polymer having a side-chain containing 2-imidazolyl, which is the same as the 
polymer disclosed in Schwarz, Jr, described above.

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As is described above, the disclosures of Gundlach et al cannot teach the present 
invention. Therefore, the rejection given at paragraph 7 in the Office Action should not be 
applied to the amended claims. 

Please note that the generic Claims 1 and 9 are now combined with the Claims 4, 6 

and 7. Accordingly, the amended claims are free from the rejections given at paragraphs

All yJ^Ll^^l wvjiua, um_y ulc icjccLiunis given at paragrapns 0 ana / 

remain with respect to the amended claims. 

We hereinafter comment on the remaining rejections given at paragraphs 6 and 7. 

At paragraph 6 in the Office Action, Claims 1-9 are stated to be rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by Schwarz, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 5,990,198). 

Our comment on the rejection is as follows. Please note that the generic Claims 1 
and 9 are emended as is mentioned above. 

The amended claims define that the basic polymer has a side-chain containing 1- 
imidazolyl. As is described in the present specification on page 6, lines 11-13, the 
applicant has noted that the most preferred basic group of the polymer is 1-imidazolyl, 
Each of the repeating units (1-3), (1-4), (1-6), (1-7), (1-8), (1-9) and (I-IO) shown in the 
present specification on pages 7 and 8 has a side-chain containing 1-imidazolyl. For 
example, the repeating unit (1-3) is illustrated below: 
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Accordingly, the polymers A-3 to A- 16, A-23 and A-24 shown in the present 
specification on pages 9 to 10 has a side-chain containing 1-imidazolyl. Therefore, 
Examples 1 to 12 shown in Table 1 (in the present specification page 39) using the 
polymers A-4, A-23 or A-24 are still included within the scope of the amended claims. 

From the foregoing, further and favorable action in the form of Notice of 
Allowance is believed to be next in order, and such action is earnestly solicited.
